The raft we had built in Chile 
was the second to bear this 
name. On the first, -with four 
companions, I had just attempted 
a crossing of the Pacifle from 
Tahit! to Chile. We did 4,000 of 
the "§,000 miles before the raft 
began to sink, and we were res= 
eued by o Chilean warship. 


Now, on Tahiti Nul II we were 
beginning the return journey. 
Her crew were:— 


Eric de Blsschop, captain and 
organiser of the expedition; by 
birth a French nobleman; by 
choice, a sea rover in the South 
Paclflc—a legendary figure be- 
cause of many adventurous voy- 
ages; a grent authority on naviz- 
ation in the Pacific islands. He 
was’ 68, 5 


Alsin Brun, ‘second-in-com- 
mand; that's myself; also a seq 
rover, but with sonie experl- 
ence in the French Merchant 
Navy. a 


Jean Pelissier, another young 
Frenchman: a professional 
oceanographer who had made 
several trips to the Arctic. 


Hans Fischer, a Chilean (son 
of German Immigrants}, brought 
in largely because of his friend- 
ship witn Jean Pellaser; and 


Juanito, square ~ built little 
Chilean; handyman of many 
talents; he was tho “superintend- 
ent of food supplics’—the vast 
array of tinned food, potatocs 


and rice, and vegetables that 
made the inside of the cabin look 
like a cr’s shop. This 
grandioso title really meant 
“‘egols.!’ 


The first stage of this return 
journey was to sail 1,500 miles

The journey up the const was 
therefore a test trip. 


Although it was summer, the 
wind was bitterly cold, the sky 
was covered by black clouds, and 
the set so rough that the raft 
lurehed violently, which had a 
devastating effect on the appe- 
tltes and morale of Jean and 
Hans, who were new to rafting. 


But just a week after we gail- 
ed, the sun broke through the 
clouds, and the rhythm of the 
waves became more settled, Jean 
and Hans got over their scasick- 
ness; the raft now proved here 
sels casy to handle. The splrita 
of the whole crew rose. 


Even of that carly stage, 
however, sinister frictions and 
divisions began to emerge. 


One weuld have thought that

This 
had not produced any reply to 
our calls on the trip up the

did produced some results. We 

could . just make contact from

. was bad in the Callao area. 


We also exchanged our heavy

Six weels went by. We were 
helf way to Tahitl, 


On tho night of May 31 the 
wind strengthened considerably. 
This pleased us at first. But 
when daylight came we found 
that the bow had been forced 
down a good four inches below 
the surface by the pressure of 
the wind on the aaill. 


This did not at first disturb us 
unduly. We scl about shifting 
canto. from the foredeck to the 
-afterdeck. We all preferred 
welting our fcet n Jittle to haul~ 
ing in eail and reducing speed, 
In the last 24 hours we had 
broken 2ll our previous records 
with a run of 80 miles. 


But the movement of stores 
towards the stem only partly 
corrected the dip.. And the 
violent driving of the raft sud- 
denly produced further unwel- 
come results, 


During a squall in the alght 
of June 4-5, while Juanito was 
on watch alone, the raft cud- 
denly ewtung broadside to the 
ova and took a heavy Ust. 


We dashed out on deck with 
the water splashing round our 
legs and tried to grasp the 
Bllppery sheets and = figpping 
calls. I ‘had just managed, after 
a violent struggic, to untle a 
knot on my sido of the cabin 
whon 1 heard a thud from the 
othor sido.

And most disturbing of ‘all, 
there was no doubt that the raft 
was steadily settling lower and 
lewer In the svater. 


By the middle of June we hed 
nearly cight inches of avater in 
the cabin. We therefore raised 
the lower bunks by this amount, 
but, the water splashed about so 
violently and» madg everything 
so damp that we all, whether 
we had upper or lower bunks, 
preferred to establish ourselves 
on the only d place that 
remained—the cabin roof.

This change was particularly 
umvelcome to Eric. Even for a 
man of his determination, 68 
wis an advaneed age to Fo 
rafting across the octan.
